THE WHIST TABLE. 


No Absolute Rule Yet Disclosed Tor 


the Discard. 


One of the things which will prob- 


ably ncv«-r \>v settled by any amount of 
analy.s-s and invesiitration, evvn if car- 
ried through with 10,000 deals, is the 
question of rinding an absolute rule for 
the discard. So far as the analysis of 
these deals has gone, it has been found 
impossible u> arrive at any workable 
rule which will apply to all cases, 
chiefly because the circumstances un- 
der \\hich the necessity for discarding 
arise are so various. 


There is probably no point In whist 


strategy \\hifh has given rise to so 
n^uch discussion as this same one of 
discards, and certainly there is none 
which is still so far from being agreed 
upon by our authorities. The old 
masters early recognized its difficulties, 
and modern players agree that there 
is probably nothing by which experts 
lose so many tricks as bad discarding. 
Bridge players have had the import- 
ance of the discard forced upon their 
attention even more strongly than 
whist players, but they have not been 
able to establish any definite principles 
which are equally applicable to all 
hands: neither hav« they been able to 
formulate any rulea which would be of 
much value to the whist player. 


There are several kinds of discards, 


some of which arc very easy and some 
extremely difficult. The easiest of all 
are discards of losing cards which are 
made when your partner leads winning 
cards of his owr. for the express pur- 
pose of giving you discards. The most 
difficult are those which are forced, and 
which leave you guessing as to which 
of tvo suits it will be better to pro- 
tect for the end game. 


There is no other branch of whist up- 


on which th.f> student can get so little 
satisfaction from writers on the gam« 
as that of discarding, as will be seen 
ftom the following selections from the 
best-knov.Tt textbooks on the game: 


Fisher Ames says: "The first dis- 


card is the most important, and the in- 
formation given by it must be carefully 
noted." This is an assumption that the 
iliscarcJ always is, or always can fce 
made informatory. and also that it is 
advisable to make it so; both grave 
errors, as Fisher Ames has found out 
since he wrote that paragraph. 


Mathews says. "If weak in trumps, 


keep guard on your adversaries' suits: 
£ strong, throw away from them." 
This assumes that you have guards to 
k*ep, and know what your adversaries* 
gnits are. 
Fenollosa says: "When the adver- 


saries 
have declared strength 
in 


trumps, my discard and my partner's 
should convey no definite information.'' 
A nice partner for Fisher Ames! 


Proctor says: ''Your original discard 


indicates your shortest suit iC trump 
strength is not declared against you; 
your longest suit if it is. Subsequent 
discards have no such significance." 
This is an absurd rule. Suppose the 
short suit is A K Q. or A K, or a king 
guarded: are you 
• keep five cards to 


the 9 in preference 
By the time Proc- 


tor could enumerate the exceptions to 
this rule the rule itself would be for- 
gotten. 


"Whist Strategy" says: "The mod- 


ern theory of the discard is: In at- 
tack, or when playing a forward game, 
preserve your own and your partner's 
suits, letting everything else go, even 
unguarding honors and leaving aces 
blank. "In defence, discard from, your 
own and your partner's suits, keeping 
guard on those of the adversary. Tha 
player must be particularly on hia 
guard against draumg too rigid in- 
ferences trom discards. It must be re- 
membered that the false discard is too 
often a statagem to mask a well-placed 


•e."

a pretty experiment with a 


blown egg is to suspend it by means 
of a piece of cotton attached to it with 


wax,

mt-ans of electric attraction. The la.t- 
u-j- is supplied by a doubled sheet of 
browu paper, warmed and made elec- 
liical by being held tightly against the 
body with the upper arm. while it is 
drawn smartly out with the other 
hand. 


The brown paper, which will give a 


bright electric spark to the knuckles!, 
will make the egg swing briskly by its 
attraction, drawing the egg to itself as 
a i<-ry powerful magnet will attract a 
piece of iron, but in a much more 
striking manner. 


An egg— that is, a complete egg. not 


the empty shell, such as we have just 
b«-en using — will sink in water. But it 
vviH float in strong brine, made by 
adding to cold water as much salt as 
will dissolve in it. Cold water will dis- 
solve a little more salt than hot. 


If vre mix a solution of salt with 


some pure water, trying the egg in it 
from time to time, we can obtain a 
mixture having the same specific grav- 
ity as the egg; and in this water we 
can make the egg float, by a little care, 
at any particular spot, 


Thus if we take a tall jar full of the 


fluid mixed as above, and by means 
of a bent piece of tin carefully release 
the egg haJf way down, we shall have 
the curious phenomenon of an egg sus- 
pended, as though by magic, in tha 
middle of the jar, as Mohammed's cof- 
fin hung in air between earth and 
heaven. 


But if we had not -wholly filled the 


jar there is yet a more curious trick; 
greatly surprising to the unwa.iaed on- 
looker. By means of a. long funnel add 
some more brine to the -water and the 
egg will gradually rise to the surface. 
Now add fresh water in sufficient quan- 
tity and it will slowly sink. 


Take an empty eggshell and choose 


one in which the hole has not been 
made too large. If you now put ths 
empty shell into the oven, so as to 
make it very hot, and then plunge it in 
a bowl of water for a few minutes, the 
shell will suck in some of the water, 
owing to the contraction of the con- 
tained air in cooling. 


Do this once or twice until you have 


in the eggshell just sufficient water lor 
this experiment, which requires that 
the shell shall just be able to float and 
no more — that is, that a very slight 
touch will send it down, to bob up 
again directly afterward. 


Put it in a large, narrow-mouthed 


pickle jar, nearly full of water. Put 
the palm of your hand over the mouth 
of the jar and bear heavily upon it. 
The egg will sink to the bottom. Lift 
the hand and the egg will rise quickly 
to the surface. The compression of the 
air destroys the buoyancy of the par- 
tially filled eggshell. If you don't mind 
making rather a mess in the fireplace 
you can utilize this shell with the wa- 
ter in it for another striking trick. 


Coier the hole with a piece of paper 


well gummed on and gummed over and 
put the shell in the fire. In a few min- 
utes the shell will be blo\vn violently 
to pieces by the steam from the water. 
Stand \vell back from the grate or you 
lauy be scalded. 


Jn the next trick it is not necessary 


to allow the onlookers either to witness 
the preparations or to be aware of the 
fact that it is an empty egg that is be- 
iit£ used. Take a little piece of good 
muslin and soak it in strong brine. Let 
it dry and repeat the process three or 
foui times. Then, by attaching a piece 
of \\ ire to each corner of the muslin, 
make a little cradle to hold the shell, 
Do not do this until the muslin is thor- 
uiighlj dry. 


]/ you now set fire to the muslin so 


thai it may burn, the eggshell will not, 
as the- bystanders expect, fall. 
The 


t'-kk is a very surprising one and its 
explanation simple. The salting of the 
imslin causes t to leave an ash 
suffi- 


ciently strong to support a light ob- 
ject like the eggshell.

There is no excuse for ex- 


cluding Him, for He comes with equal 
readiness to the young and the old, 
the rich and the poor, the ^ood and 
the bad. He cares little for environ- 
ments, for where He lives He makes 
good environment. 


A Saving Gospel. 


IV. It is a gospel that saves. "For 


unto you this day in the city of David 
a Saviour which is Christ the Lord." 
The angel knew that Jesus was king 
of heaven and earth. He knew that 
He was to be the friend of sinners, 
that He would work miracles, that as 
a man He would set us a perfect ex- 
ample. 
But more important 
than 


friendship or miracle or example is 
salvation. Christ is pre-eminently a 
Saviour. "Until we have accepted Him 
as Saviour we have not accepted Him 
at all. 
We must begin under the 


blood at'the cross. 'The angel had 
spoken the same message to Mary. 
"Thou shalt call his name Jesus, for 
He shall save His people from their 
sins." 
John the Baptist echoed the 


same thought in the words, "Behold 
the Lamb of God which taketh away 
the sins of the world."' The wages of 
sin is death, hut Christ died that we 
might live. The great purpose of his 
incarnation was to suffer the just for 
the unjust. To make Calvary a mere 
incident is to rob the soul of a salva- 
tion. Our Lord said. "I, if I be lifted 
up, will draw all men unto me.'' When 
\ve have set aside the atonement on 
the cross we have removed the mag- 
net that draws. Minds and hearts that 
cannot be touched by the Sermon on 
the Mount, or the sublime teachings 
of Jesus are drawn and melted in lov- 
ing gratitude by the scene on Calvary. 


A Roman servant, we are told, 


dressed like his master and was exe- 
cuted for him. Did the master have 
no gratitude and fail to love his mem- 
ory? If so, he was an ingrate indeed. 
During the French revolution a son 
answered to the name of his father 
when the roll call of the condemned 
was made, and took the father's place 
on the guilotine. 


Tbe little rough Norwegian boy did 
not think that he was influencing by 
his simple testimony the greatest 
evangelist of the age. 
Speak the 


praise of Christ everywhere by tongue' 
and deed and character and you will 
carry with you a Christmas of glory 
through every day. 


Father Taylor, of Boston, tells us of 


a poor old man who worked as a 
stevedore at very small wages. The 
master of a ship, eager to have 1m 
work done quickly, swore at the la- 
borers, and at every oath the old man 
would take off his hat and bow rev- 
erently. "What arc you bowing and 
scraping at me for?" asked the in- 
furiated ship captain. 
I am not bow- 


ing at you, sir, but at the name of 
Jesus whom you are blaspheming." 
There was less swearing after that. 
If all Christians were as prompt to 
reverence Christ as t.tis old man. their 
influence., would be felt with greater 
power. And yet'"when we fail to reach 
our ideal \ve can still point to Jesus 
Himself and say, "Behold the glory 
of God." WTe are unworthy, but He is 
worthy.
